He  thought  this  school- 
house  could  nol  be  moved  to  accom- 
modate those  living  on  the  Cliff,  but 
by  moving  the  Common  street  school 
house  to  a  point  on  Ridge  Hill  rood, 
near  Mr.  E,  Torrey's  residence,  and 
by  ehanglng  the  two  districts  a  little, 
having  the  Greenbush  end  at  Mr.

A  "walking  case"  is 
a  patient  who  refuses  to  go  to  bed,  and 
keeps  his  feet  until  be  drops  dead.  Some- 
times he  rofasea  to  admit  he  has  yellow  fe. 
vcr;  sometimes  he  realizes  that  he  has  the 
dread  disease,  and  despairs  of  tccovery 
from  the  start.  Sometimes  tbe  "wnlkiug 
caso"  manifests  tbe  most  abject  fear,  and 
again  he  displays  the  coin- 
once  of  A  spy  led  out  to 
Ktalking  deoth  is  not  an  uncommon  feature 
of  life  in  New  OrU-ans  during  the  preva- 
lence of  an  epidemic  Many  who  passed 
through  the  fcarfnl  ordeal  of  1853,  in  whic 
nenrly  eight  thousand  victims  perished,  win 
r-'incmber  tbe  cose  of  John  C,  a  Memphis 
printer.  He  was  n  man  of  splendid  pby. 
siqne  and  baudsome  preaence,  hnt  an  nnfor- 
tnnote  lovo  affair  had  mode  him  reckless. 
He  developed  a  "walking  case"  of  yellow 
fever,  and  for  two  days  and  nights  be 
roamed  the  streets  and  frequented  the 
drinking-houscs  of  tbe  city,  in  spite  of  al| 
his  friends  could  do,  finally  falling  on  the 
street  and  dying  before  be  could 
eyed  to  bis  lodgings.  He  would  wipe  tbe 
W:k  vomit  from  bis  lips,  and,  vbile  hold- 
ag  up  the  handkerchief  and  critically  ex- 
amining tbe  borrihle  exudation,  r.aiark, 
with  grim  hnmor,  that  his  "coffee"  didn'l 
agree  with  him  that  morning.  Death  ii 
dreadful  at  best,  hnt  no  disease  presents  so 
great  horrors  as  n  "walking  case"  of  yellow 
fever.

In  Palestine  yon  aro  nearly  as  ranch  in 
the  wilderness  as  In  Arahio;  as  to  in 
lants,  tbey  are  precisely  the  things  which 
do  not  exist,  for  all  yon  can  tell,  cx-ept  in 
tbe  towns  and  villogeo  yon  pass  Uucngh.

for  to  tbe  wells  of  el  itiich.  There,  in 
places,  the  eoimtiy  iras  full  of  people  and 
children,  aud  Hocks  «<>d  herds— a  rejoicing 
picture  of  pastoral  existence  in  or 
wealth;  while  here.  In  the  couutry  of  Ullage, 
aud  towns,  and  villages,  the  whole  laud 
iceias  to  he  under  a  speU.

I1m  domestic  amiability  made 
him  the  d  light  of  hi.  sister,  and  hisxealons 
sclf-sncTificc  for  the  education  and  advance- 
ment In  life  of  his  younger  brjther  was 
afterward  repaid  by  Angus-tin  nopespierre'* 
devotion  throogh  all  the  red  and  horrible 
boors  of  Thermidor.  Though  cold  it 
pernmcnt,  extremely  reserved  in  manners, 
nnd  fonil  of  industrious  Kstla<ion  Robcs- 
pierre  did  not  d&dain  tbe  social  diversions 
of  the  torrn.  He  was  a  member  of  a  re- 
union of  Rovali,  who  fang  madrigals-  and 
admired  one  another's  bud  verses-  Thoee 
who  lore  the  ironical  surprises  of  f  »te  may 
picture  the  yoong  mon  who  was  doomexl  U 
ptay  so  terrible  a  part  In  terrible  aQairs 
going  through  the  harmless  follies  of  • 
ceremonial  reception  by  the  Rosati,  taking 
three  deep  breaths  over  a  rose,  solemn!} 
fastening  the  emblem  to  his  coat,  emptying 
a  glass  of  rcae- red  wino  at  a  ''.raurht  to  thi 
•rood  health  of  the  company  and  finally  re- 
citing sooplets  that  Yjltni  e  would  h*vi 
found  almost  as  detestable  as  tbe  I-nw  of 
Prairinl  or  ibo  Fes'ival  of  the  Supi 
Being.  More  laudable  efforts  of  ambition 
were  prize  essays,  in  which  Robespierre  has 
the  merit  of  Inking  tbe  right  side  in  ii 
portant  questions.  He  protested  against 
the  inhumanity  of  laws  that  inflicted  civil 
Infamy  npon  the  inuucenl  family  of 
victed  criminal.  And  he  protested  against 
th*  still  mora  horrid  cruelly  which  reduced 
unfortunate  children  born  out  of  wedlock 
to  something  like  the  status  of  tho  mcducral 
serf.  Robespierre's  composition 
lime  do  not  riwi  abore  the  ordinary  level  ol 
declaiming  mediocrity,  but  tbey  promised 
a  manhood  of  benignity  and  enlightenment 
To  compose  prize  essays  on  political  reforms 
was  better  than  to  Ignore  or  to  oppose  politi- 
cal reform.  But  the  course  of  events  after. 
ward  owed  their  least  desirable  bins  to  the  fact 
that  such  compositions  wars  the 
proseh  to  political  training  that  so  many  of 
the  revolutionary  leaders  underwent 
bis  profession  he  distinguished  hlmseir 
one  or  two  causes  of  local  celebrity.  .
